NICARAGUA TREATY. 


l/ord Patinccfote Believe* It "Will Be 


Ratified. 


London, July 18.—Lord Panncefote, 


Brit Nh embassador to the United 
States, has made, the following state- 
ment : 


"I am having conferences with the 


Marquis of Lnnsdcwne not only about 
Nicaragua, bnt also \\-ith regard to half 
a dozen treaties pending between Great 
Britain and the United States. These 
are chiefly concerned with West Indian 
reciprocity arrangements." 


U hen a.skecl if bo thought there were 


was any possibility of arriving at an 
agreement regarding the Nicaragua ca- 
nal before congress, reconvened, he re- 
pli.-d: 


"Yes: I sincerely hope so. We are 


now in the middle of the negotiations, 
which, although they have not yet 
readied any tangible result, show good 
promise. Naturally I may not disclose 
the details, but I may sny that when I 
return to the Tfnited States at tho end 
of October I hope to take with me a Ni- 
caragua treaty thnt will meet the views 
of both President McKinley ami the 
Hrlli.sb cabinet. 11 goes without snylng 
thai the president has made himself 
cognizant of the opinions of the senate 
and of the M'cretary of state. 


"There is no use -wasting time over

only such as consist of current news or 
miscellaneous matter or both (not ex- 
cluding advertising) and conform to the 
statutory 
characteristics of second 


class matter."

The second order amends section 2ST. 


In several particulars, the principal one- 
being that publications the subscrip- 
tions to which are not founded on their 
value as news or literary journals and 
which by the general use of premiums; 
or other considerations iu the form of 
chances to win pi-tees, etc., to induce 
subscriptions In effect circulate at ap- 
parently a nominal rate will be t>x- 
elndod from the second class. 


The third order amends section 301 so 


that unsold copies of second class pub- 
lications may not be returned at tin- 
pound rate to news agents or to pub- 
lishers. 


An explanatory statement given ou< 


at the departnirfit regarding the order 
says:

Starchinft and 


The art of laundering summer goods is 


not a difficult one to acquire. After the 
garments are washed clean, rinse through 
two waters, having the second one slight- 
ly blue. Every trace of soap roust be re- 
moved il they look clear, and this can be 
accomplished only by thorough rinsing. 
Prepare a starch by putting a cupful of 
lump starch in a kettle, pour on a pint of 
cold water and stir until smooth. Then 
pour in boiling water and cook until 
clear, stirring constantly. 
Dissolve a 


level teaspoonful of borax in boiling wa- 
ter and add it to the starch. Tho borax 
will keep the irons from sticking and 
gives the work a gloss. If it is too thick 
when it cools, pour water in it until it is 
the proper consistency. Into this starch 
dip dresses, shirt \vaists, trimmed por- 
tions of underclothing, skirts to within a 
foot of the top, aprons, etc. Skirts must 
be stiff to make tho summer dresses look 
well, but not stiff enough to rattle. Hung 
the dainty colored fabrics in the &hado 
until dry; then dampen and roll tightly 
for several hours before ironing. 


Embroidery should be straightened ont 


and ironed on the wrong side to make the 
pattern show nicely. Smooth the lace ont 
on the ironing board -while it is damp, 
spread a thin white cloth over it and iron 
carefully until dry. Whether the dresses 
are ironed on the right or wrong side de- 
pends upon the material, some goods look- 
ing better with one treatment ami some 
with tho other. Keep the irons dry, and 
if they aro rough smooth them by rub- 
bing with a piece of beeswax tied in a 
cloth. 


When a Child IB 111. 


An older child will be able to describe 


its bad feelings. If they are serious, it 
will be well to get the advice of the doc- 
tor. A call nt the very outset may sav« 
days of sickness. Three things the moth- 
er can always do safely when a child is 
ailing. First, restrict or stop all food. 
There will be no danger of starvation. 
People live for a month or more without 
any food whatever, and many a child is 
.benefited by absolute fasting for a day or 
two.

This report justifies Its own conclusion 
tbat "the modern tendency of industry 
to coucenstrate iu a comparatively small 
number of establishments is strikingly 
exemplified in the coke industry, where 
there Is an increase of only 23, or !().<; 
per cent, in tbe number of establish- 
ments reported as eomppred with 188!), 
while the increase in tbe number of 
tons of coke produced is OG.2 per cent 
and la the value of all products 115.7 
per cent." But the report does mor« 
than justify that conclusion. It justi- 
fies another, which it >not only does not 
express, but actually appears to gloss 
over. Observing tbat there lias boon 
a greater increase 5n tbe amount of 
capital invested than in the product, 
it adds, with tbe ingenuousness of .1 
narrator wlio tells the truth iu a form 
which be hopes will not reveal it, Tlint 
there has been "a nearly equal increase 
in the number of wage earners nod in 
the amount paid in wages."

Aaron Merrill Hanson, aged 50 years, of 
Rochester, is alleged to have been 
robbed and rusaulted between this city 
and Dover on the night before the 
Fourth of July, and died, it is rlleged, 
as a result of bis injuries, at the home 
of bis sister in 1'ochester, a week ago 
today. 


This noob, the sister of the murdered 


man e»me and reported the circum- 
stances, as far as she knew them, to the 
city marshal. Hanson came here on the 
electrics from Haverhill, Mrm, on the 
afternoon of July 3. He had a gilp, a 
watch and some money.

just the same as ever," said a mau 


who has given some attention to the sub- 
ject, "hut he doesn't do the business that 
he onc^> did. Things have changed. 


"There lire in these days not so many 


dippings and odds and ends of new cloth 
of one sort and another to go into the 
family rag bag as there one* were to 
begin with, because of the jiew well nlgli 
common custom in cities anyway of buy- 
ing already made up many things that 
formerly were made in the house. Thou- 
sandb of tons of clippings that formerly 
were gathered up in small lots by many 
ragmen .ire now baled in factories and 
sold to mills or to dealers in paper stock 
without any intermediate handling at all. 


''Then, what with the lower price of 


rajts nowadays, due to the sub&titution of 
other 
materials in paper making, it 


scarcely pays the householder to bother 
with the smaller quantity that now ac- 
cumulates, with the result that rags are 
now often thrown away with other rub- 
bish to be gathered by city collectors of 
refuse. 


"Still not everybody by any means 


throws awny or gives away has rags. 
There are still many people who continue 
to sell their rags for what they can get 
to the ragman, and it would not surprise 
me to learn that there are more rag'men 
now than ever, but the fact remains that 
under the new modern conditions tho 
business of the man with the jingling 
bells is not what it ouce was. 


"In old times in smaller eitiies nnd 


towns the householder, or, more etrictly 
speaking, the housewife, sold her rags to 
the tin peddlor. The tin peddler vas nn 
institution. 
He had a route which he 


traveled year in and year out. Many a 
tin peddler ciune to bo personally known 
and respected by the people with vrhoin 
ho traded, to whom he was not the ped- 
dler or the tin peddler, but Mr. So-and- 
so, and they use to wait for Mr. So-and- 
so to rome around and dispose of their 
PURS To him. 


"Those raps were carefully sorted ant. 


Then- weru the rather small but valuable 
lot of white rags tied up in a white cloth. 
and the bigger bundle of colored rags nnd 
one perhaps of vtooleu rags which the 
peddler weighed so vet ally on the stvel- 
jards that lie brought in for that jpnr- 
poso. llo\v many times have I seen him, 
staid man ot family, as I now realize him, 
and poihaps in spectacles, shifting the 
weight iiloiig on the beam until rags and 
weight balanced, and he made the- an- 
nouncement of the weight, which was 
almost invariably disappointingly suiall. 


"He would pay cash, but he, preferred 


that you should take it out in trade, and 
commonly the housewife did so. Many 
a dishpan and many u dipper and skim- 
mer and I don't know how many hand- 
some Britannia teapots and what else 
have come through the tin pedWler out of 
the rag bag. 


"Hut now the tin peddler— that is, the 


peddler who drove a horse to a typical 
peddler's wagon— has receded rfrom these 
smaller cities as previously he had reced- 
ed fiom the larger ones. He has moved 
on out into the country, over whose hilly, 
dusty roads he still pursues his way to 
the farmhouse door, whore lie dickers as 
before. 
But even there made up gar- 


ments go now to greater or less extent, 
and for tho rags that do accumulate the 
modern low prices govern. And so, here 
as everywhere, tho family rag bag, once 
every where looked upon as a little mine 
of wealth, has fallen, from its high, es- 
tate." — New ioik Sun,

The Thousand and One Detail* That 


Claim His" Attention ana Try Hill 
Executive Ability— Tue Half Hoar 
With, the General Manager. 
After being for n tew hours .with a 


railroad president one 1ms a better con- 
ception. of the magnitude of the Chinese 
treatise on all thines. 
The president 


perhaps has just returned from a trip to 
New York, where he has, attended a con- 
ference of presidents of allied lines. 
He 


has been on, thfc road all night; but, 
thanks to that businesslike institution, 
the private car, often erroneously consid- 
ered a luxury, he appears in his office 
fresher for work than the suburbanite 
who has just come in on flie commuter's 
train. 
While the president is looking 


over his personal mail word spreads 
about the big building that "the old inau 
is back." 
Gradually the private secre- 


taries of the different chiefs drop into 
the outer office to leara from the presi- 
dent's private secretary what business is 
most likely to come vip first and what 
chance there is for action on some pet 
measure. The bell rings, and for a few 
minutes the private secretary is closeted 
with the president. Daily telegraphic re- 
ports have kept the president informed 
of events on the line, but in a surpris- 
ingly brief time he learns of smaller hap- 
penings, of messages left by prominent 
callers and of the general behavior of 
his child, the railroad. 


Then, the president sends for his chief 


assistant, the general manager, imd learns 
officially some of the things the private 
secretary has told him as gossip and 
many others of greater moment, but per- 
haps of leas real interest. The half hour 
with the general manager m<;y mean de- 
cisions involving the expenditure of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. It may 
mean happiness or anxiety to hundreds of 
homes. For example, it may be decided 
to move the company's shops from Dan 
to Beersheba. This means a move for 
employees, a breaking of home ties and 
perhaps disappointment to engaged lov- 
ers. Again, it may be decided to extend 
the Utopia branch, which means a for- 
tune to investors in land beyond Utopia 
nnd ruia to some in the old terminus. 


The president may tell the general man- 


ager that the demand for a dividend on. 
the preferred stock is becoming more 
clamorous and that (hoy must get along 
nnothpr year without the 5,000 now box 
cars that are badly needed and the build- 
ing of which would affect many idle men. 
The president very likely calls the atten- 
tion of tlio general manager to the au- 
ditor's estimate of last week's earnings 
and asks why expenses cannot be reduced 
just a little more. 


The pi evident reminds tho general man- 


agc'r that the contract for hauling Chicago 
dressed beef is conditional upon a second 
morning delivery at the seaboard two 
hours earlier than that previously given 
by a rival li^e. lie also observes that the 
reliability and regularity of the passenger 
trains is helping the western tourist busi- 
ness, that the delay to the hotol men's 
special by a freight wreck last week will 
hurt the winter travel to California and 
tlia> 
new dining car must be made to 


pay expenses. He asks why the ton mile 
cost of moving freight has not decreased 
in proportion to the recent outlay for big 
engines. 


He ventures the opinion that the su- 


perintendent of the Slowburg division 
must have been asleep while the city 
council of Ring\ille passed an ordinance 
requiring the Compaq- to erect ten more 
electric lights at street crossings, lie ex- 
presses polite astonishment at the failure 
of the passenger department to book the 
headquarters train for the next Grand 
Army oncampmenf. 
He makes no at- 


tempt at concealing' liis disgust over a 
competitor securing ten trainloads of 
agricultural machinery for the western 
prairies, lie then takes up the question 
of a larger terminal charge for switching 
cars to connecting lines and suggests to 
the general manager that the revenue 
would be increased by more favorable 
terms in the next contract with other 
roads. 


The patient and loyal general manager, 


who has taken, all this in the Pickwickian 
sense in which it was intended, now has 
his turn. From the bundle of papers un- 
der his arm he draws a condensed esti- 
mate of an. elaborate plan for reducing 
the cost of transportation on a certain 
division by running around a bluS and 
locating freight yards near a busy river 
instead of climbing into the town. The 
trained eye of the. president catches the 
salient points, and he tells- the general 
manager whether or not funds are likely 
to be available, whether or not it Is poli- 
tic to antagonize municipal or other in- 
terests. 


The general manager diplomatically 


shows the president that the Is'ew Or- 
leans cotton traffic is suffering because 
of the president's order to consider all 
Minneota flour as rush freight. He asks 
authority to increase the pay of a super- 
intendent who has a better offer from 
another road. From the bundle of con- 
densed reports ho shows a saving of 100 
tons of coal the previous week by rea- 
son of better fuel furnished from the new 
mines. He tells of a new gasolene en- 
gine at Pumptown which will cut in two 
the monthly bills for water supply for 
locomotives. 
He reports a conference 


with the mayor of a big city about tho 
smoko nuisance near the freight yards. 


He suggests that it woqld be well fof 


the passenger department to stop promis- 
ing dollar excursionists a two hour sched- 
ule for a hard three hour run. He urges 
conciliatory •measures toward the city 
council of Bncktown, which will repeal 
the speed ordinance ns soon as the old 
morning accommodation train, is restored, 
and "Xo. (>'' (the St. Txmis express) can 
then got through the town on time. In 
the most nonchalant manner ho asks to 
bo excused, that he may catch a train 
leaving in live minutes, as he has an ap- 
pointment for the next morning some 600 
miles away. 


Before the general manager has finished 


tho private secretary is entertaining two 
or three re-porters of afternoon papers. 
The president sees them, eomes ont, 
shakes hands and tells them rates are to 
bo stiffer than ever, that the stockholders 
are tired of hunting snipe for the fun of 
holding empty bags. He then jocosely 
asks them for news about his road, as he 
has been in New York helping his wife to 
do her shopping.— Chnrles De Laro HIno 
in Century.

It 
boasts no wimlows, and only when the 
door is opened can air or light enter. In 
tbe middle of the interior is nn ovonjike 
structure of bowlders piled one upon the 
Other. 


Rows of seats constructed 
of the 


branches of trees run along the sides of 
the wall. There is no other furnishing. 


Bathing day comes once n week—Sat- 


urday. Karly in the morning of that day 
vtooil is brought and a fire started. 


When the stones become hot, the fire is 


put out, the place cleaned, a large vessel 
of water and sonic slender birch twigs 
brought in anil the preparations declared 
complete. 


As no dressing room is provided toilets 


are unmade and made in the various 
homes. It is scarcely necessary to add 
that no time is lost in the progress from 
tho home to tho bathhouse. No clothes 
and a temperature of 40 degrees below 
zero are incentives to haste.

Hosts 
of moths copy the rough lichen' iitot- 
tlctl hark of trees, the walking sticks 
and looping caterpillars copy the twigs, 
the groeu. h-nves arc imitated by the 
katydids and the marvelous leaf in- 
sects (phyllium) of tho East Indies, 
while the dead leaves are portrayed by 
many moths and butterflies, a form of 
resemblance culminating in (he famous 
kallinia butterflies of southern Asia. 
Striking resemblances to (horns and 
knots are to be found among spiders 
and leaf hoppers (mombracidye), while 
even the (lowers may be copied, as in 
the case of the pink orchidlike mantis 
(hymenopus.) of India and several oth- 
er species.
